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SHANGHAI CRISIS 
CASTS SHADOW 
ON ARMS PARLEY 


Reparations Issue Also 
Seen as Dark Cloud as 
Delegations Arrive for 
Conference’s Opening. 


BY LOUIS P. LOCHNER. 

GENEVA, Switzerland, Feb. 1.— 
(P)—Clouds—two dark clouds—the 
Sino-Japanese conflict, and repara- 
tions—were brooding ominously on 
Geneva’s horizon tonight as. delega- 
tions from 60-odd nations made- final 
preparations for tomrrow’s opening of 
the disarmament conference: 

For the moment, Shanghai events 


overshadow even this most formidable 
of all parliaments ever assembled to 
relieve humanity at least partially of 
armament burdens. 


On the other hand there are indica- |. 


tions that just as soon as the finan- 
cial side of the armament question was 
touched, a deliberate effort would be 
made on the part of some delegations 
to raise the question of war debts 
and reperations and use them.as bar- 
gaining points. 

From conversation with individual 
delegates it is already clear that two 
diametrically opposed deductions will 
be made from the existence of the 
Sino-Japanese conflict. The first is 
that this conflict brings added proof 
of the necessity of world disarmament. 

Dr. Woolley Adamant. | 

“I for one certainly adhere to the 
view that the necessity of disarma- 
ment never was moré clearly evident 
than by the turn far eastern events 
have taken.” Dr. Mary Woolley, 
American delegate, said. Similar views 
wer@ expressed in the German and 
Italian delegations. 

Contradicting this-view was another 
to the effect. that the Sine ta 
conflict showed a necessity of 1 
tioval secutity for each nation, se- 
curity being identifi? with greater 
armaments. . 

- In this connection a spokesman for 
the Japanese delegation assured the 
Associated Press that “all is quiet 
around Shanghai—there are no new 


developments.” 

Insisting the Sino-Japanese conflict 
ad no bearing on the conference, he 
said: “The Sino-Japanese problem is 
purely a local one which the Chinese 
and we will settle in co-operation with 
the League of Nations council, 

“The disarmament question is a 
world problem whose solution concerns 
everybody and which it takes time 
to settle. It has no connection with 
the Far Eastern conflict.” 

Still others, especially delegates 
from the minor powers, agreeing on 
the necessity of added security, were 
prepared to argue that gueh security 
could come only by placing .interna- 
tional relations’ on a basis of law and 
justice. 

Thus the Sino-Japanese conflict has 
projected itself into the world dis- 
armament conference not only as an 
immediate pressing one requiring con- 
crete action -by the League of Na- 
tions council, but as one ‘likely to 
provoke fundamental differences of 
opinion over lessons to be drawn 
from it, 

More Firemen. 

One viewpoint demands additional 
firemen to quench outbreaking con- 
flagrations more quickly; the éther 
viewpoint insists buildings should be 
constructed fireproof so that the fire 
department may be reduced. 

All indications tonight pointed to 
the probability that an attempt would 
e made to inject reparations and war 
debt questions into the conference on 
the grounds that the finance commit- 
tee, which is to be one of five out- 
standing committees, could not prog- 
ress unless it also took into account 
how the last war is to be paid for. 

In some European delegations there 
seemed to be a feeling that America’s 
participation in the disarmament con- 
ference would offer an opportunity to 
get the United States on record in 
this question, which it allegedly side- 
stepped by declining to participate in 
the proposed Lausanne discussions. 

American delegates were quick, how- 
ever, to inform American correspond- 
ents—without specifically referring 
to this question—that on all problems 
affecting Europe or one group of con- 
ference participants only, the United 
States would stand aloof. This was 
taken to be a clear hint that America 
would not be drawn into the repara- 
tions issue.

The search for pleasure is the great-| 
est force of civilization today, but the | 
manner in which people seek happi- 
ness is so “stupid and muddle-headed” 
that it is responsible for a large pro- 
portion of social evils, in the opinion 
of Dr. Lawrence Pearsall Jacks, fa- 
mous British author and principal of 
Manchester College, Oxford Uni- 
versity. 


Speaking before a dinner in his 
honor given Monday evening at the 
Atlanta Biltmore hotel by the Presi- 
dents’ Club of Atlanta, Dr. Jacks 
recommended a greater interest in 
recreation, under competent leader- 
ship. ‘Cities in America, he said, 
should launch and foster movements 
toward a general community recre- 
ation center, at which young men and 
women would be given an opportunity 
of learning “how to be h happy. 

Pointing to the three primary de- 
mands of the American declaration of 
independence—life, liberty and _ the 
pursuit of happiness—the noted Eng- 
lish lecturer said that the greatest of 
these is the last-named, which nowa- 
days comes under the heading of pleas- 
ure-seeking. 

The physical education of children, 
the speaker said, is of as great impor- 
tance as their academic teaching. In 
this connection, he made it clear that 
gymnastics and calisthenics were not 
to be misconstrued as meaning recre- 
ation. 

“It is impossible,” said Dr. Jacks, 
“to graft a mB type of culture onto 
a low type of physical culture. The 
true recreation movement intends to 
educate and train this wild, uncon- 
trolled force represented in the stupid, 
muddle-headed search for pleasure, 
and utilize it so that it may pro- 


duce better results, not only in human 
values, but make pleasure ‘itself more 
enjoyable. We ‘are trying to ng 
this pursuit of happiness Bo a hap- 
hazard confusion into something in- 
telligent which will lead to something 
worth while.” 

Dr. Jacks is making a tour of Amer- 
ica under the! auspices of the Ameri- ‘ 
can Recreation Association. . 

The lecturer drew-a ripple of laugh- 
ter from his audience when he related 
a discussion he said he recently had 
with a leading American financier in 
Pittsburgh. He asked this man, he 
said, to enumerate some of the indus- 
tries least stricken by the trade de- 
pression. 

“And here is what the American 
financier said,” Dr. Jacks added. 
“First of all industries in this country 
least hit by the depression was drugs; 
the second was candy, and the third 
was cosmetics. 

“The fourth ‘easiest hit’ industry 
was cigarets; the fifth was low-grade 
movies and the sixth was bootlegging. 
And you can believe it or not, but 
the seventh least hit industry was that 
of funerals.” 

The speaker expressed the convic- 
tion that if civic leaders would stimu- 
late interest in a well-directed center 
of recreation, the result would be a 
lessening of crime, vice and disease.

Shanghai Chinese Watch Sentries, 


Hatred, Fear Written on F aces 


BY MORRIS J. HARRIS. 
(Copyright, 1082, by The Associated Press.) 

SHANGHAI, Feb. 2.— (Tuesday.) 
Groups of Chinese with fear and ha- 
tred written on their faces watched 
Japanese sentries in sullen silence in 
the streets of the Hongkew section 
today. 

There were other evidences that the 
district had been transformed from a 
peaceful quarter to an area where 
life could not be guaranteed as I 
went through it. 

Plate glass windows in the show- 
room of the Shanghai Power Com- 
pany, an American corporation, were 
smashed, Inside I could see plaster, 
dislodged oe bullets, strewing the 
floor. On the ground I saw a splash 
of blood and wondered whether the 
victim had been shot by a Chinese 
sniper or a Japanese marine. 

On North Szechuan road two live 
wires hung down from a street car 
trolley line, threatening death to any 
unwary person. 

The venturesome appearance of 


Shanghai women was as surprising to 
me as the small crowds of Chinese, 
who watched from a respectful dis- 
tance. I saw two women in a~road- 
ster cruising about, apparently get- 
ting a thrill, while two otfer well- 
dressed and bejeweled women, in an 
expensive limousine driven by a Rus- 
sian chauffeur, also were taking in 
the sights. 

This was in North Szechuan road, 
but by common consent there was a 
sort of no man’s land dividing the 
Japanese seatries and the onlookers. 

4 turned into Boone road, on which 
the Japanese club stands, and walked 
along it. The entrance to many alley- 
ways was barred with a formidable 
network of barbed wire. Japanese 
civilians, wearing armbands and car- 
rying staves, were making a -house-to- 
house search, apparently for Chinese 
hooligans. 

One Chinese, who had been tgken 
prisoner, was being led to the Japa- 
nese Club with his hands tied behind 
his back. '

Cause of Raise. 


Premiums for automobile casualty 
insurance have been increased, effec- 
tive February 1, by the National Bu- 
reau of Casualty and Surety Under- 
writers, it was announced Monday 
by Spratlin, Harrington and Thomas, 
the insurance agency. 

This form of insurance, which in- 
sures car owners against death, in- 
jury and property damage as a re- 
sult of eetisenta: will cost the in- 
sured $5 more on his light car, or an 
increase from $38 to $43 _ for his 
policy. 

The old rate on heavy cars has been 
raised from $49 to $51. On trucks 
weighing 11-2 tons or less, the rate 
is increased from $76 to $89, and on 
trucks from 11-2 to 3 tons the rate 
is raised’ from $119 to $139: 

Im announcing the increases the bu- 
reau said that the companies’ losses 
from automobile accidents in 1930 
amouuted to $14,010),000, or 8.4 of the 
premiums. The increase in rates is 
not to make up for this loss, the bu- 
reau ‘adds, but te avoid its contin- 
uance. 


sons in the United States died in 
860,000 automobile accidents, 997,600 
were injured and the economic loss 
was more‘than a billion dollars, rep- 
resented in loss of time and other in- 
cidentals connected with the accidents. 

From 1916 to 1929, the bureau 
pointed out, the number of killed in- 
creased from 8,164 to 31.215. in 1930 
to $3,300, and to 34,400 in 1931. This 
increase in the number of fatalities 
was far more than the increase in 
motor car registrations, for the latter 
gained only 08 in 1930 over 1929, 
and in 1931 lost 2 per cent. 

So, the bureau concludes, the in- 
crease of accidents is not due, as one 
would suppose,.to increased registra- 
tion of cars. It is due to the follow- 
ing causes: 

Increased speed of modern cars, 
which is as high as 70 miles an hour 
for the light cars, and more for the 
heavy ones; improved roads, 
permit of greater speed; increased | 
traffic congestion; closed cars which 
permit winter operations where for- | 
merby cars were stored away during | 
cold weather, and increased participa- 
tion by women and young people in 
the operation of cars.

King, who arrived here to inspect 


flood conditions personally, sent a 
message to President Hoover, stressing 


the gravity of the situation, and 


urged that the flood control battle be 
taken over by the United States corps 
of : 

In his telegram, King said that an 
appropriation of $250,000 to $300,000 
could be made under authority of séc- 
tion seven of the flood control act of 

928, and that no less than that would 
be sufficient to protect Monroe ade- 
quately under existing conditions. 

A message to the United States 
army chief of staff at Wash 
was sent by General Raymond H 
Fleming, head of the Louisiana Na- 
tional Guard, urgthg that co-operation 
of army forces be afforded in the 
crisis. Telegrams were also sent to 
Major General Lytle Brown, chief of 
engineers, and. to Senator Huey P. 
Long and Congressman Riley J. Wil- 
son. 

Decision to enlist the aid of federal 
authorities was reached following a 
conference immediately upon King's 
arrival with Mayor Arnold Bernstein 
and other city and parish officials. , 

King described north Louisiana 
flood conditions as approaching a 
catastrophe. He traveled through the 
area by boat and visited Colfax, 
stricken town on the Red river in 
Grant parish above Alexandria. 

Both the Ouachita and the Red 
river below Shreveport are in new 
record stages from continued heavy 
rains. The Black river is backing 
flood waters over wide acreages in 
Catahoula and lower Concordia par- 
ishes, sufrounding Jonesville. 

The Atchafalaya is flooded in the 
Sugar Bow! country of south Louis- 
jana, and the Mississippi river is 
nearly two feet above flood stage at 
Arkansas City and Vicksburg and just 
in flood stage at Baton Rouge. 

The Tennessee river at Chatta- 
nooga ia rising slowly, threatening to 
reach flood stage of 33 feet, incon- 


veniencing lowland residents.
